Q. If I send plans for my new 
house to Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, could I 
get an idea of how much it will 
cost?

Q. Because I am a veteran, the 
township in which I am going 
to build a new house is selling 
me a lot for $1. Will Central 
Mortgage and Housing appraise 
it at that value? 

A. No. Neither does the town¬ 
ship, actually. It is when ; 
house is planned for that vacant 
land that it takes on a real 
value. Vacant, it means nothinr 
to the township, but after r 


house has been erected, taxes 
start. Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation is very 
careful in appraising land at a 
fair and reasonable value. 

Q. At present, I am building : 
home which I myself intend to 
occupy. However, my job is 
rather uncertain, and I might 
be forced to move to another 
city at some time in the future. 
I read in your column recently 
about rental insurance. Would 
that cover me? 

A. No, it would not. Under the 
National Housing Act, rental in¬ 
surance is meant for builders 
who are building a project of 8 
or more units for rental. If you 
may move, the only thing you 
can do to be sure of renting your 
house is to select carefully the 
locality in which you are going 
to build. If you put up a house 
worth $8,000 in a poor neigh 
borhood where it will be impos¬ 
sible to obtain more than a $35 
rental, then—naturally you art 
bound to suffer a loss on yout 
investment. If you build in r 
good neighborhood—with trans¬ 
portation and shopping facil¬ 
ities, near schools, and with 
pleasant, well-kept homes—then 
that is insurance in itself 
People are always anxious to 
rent in a desirable community. 

Q. I own a house and want to 
make a duplex out of it. Could 
I obtain a loan under the Na¬ 
tional Housing Act? 

A. Yes. Home extension loans 
have been devised to assist 
house-owners to finance addit 
ional self-contained dwellini 
units in existing homes. Thi 
does not include improvements 
or repairs to a home unless thos! 
improvements or repairs an

Nor does It 
take into consideration im¬ 
provements for farm dwellings 
(which come under the Farm 
Improvements Loans Act) or 
summer cottages. However, if 
you are considering adding one 
or more self-contained units 
you may apply for a loan. You 
can borrow up to a maximum oi 
$3,000 for the first family hous¬ 
ing unit to be added: and $1,000 
for each additional unit. If the 
principal amount does not ex¬ 
ceed ^$1,000 for each family unit, 
you repay the lian in monthly 
instalments for three years at 
an annual interest rate of 5%. 
If you have borrowed more than 
$1,000, you have five years in 
which to repay the money. Nc 
other fee, (such as service 
charge or insurance premium) 
is charged as long as you are 
not in default. To apply, you get 
in touch with any branch of e 
chartered bank or an approved 
instalment*credit agency. They 
will supply you with application 
forms which you fill out in trip¬ 
licate. You must present in du¬ 
plicate plans and specifications 
of the proposed addition Qr al¬ 
terations. These will be for¬ 
warded for approval to Central 
Mortgage and Housing by the 
bank or instalment credit 
agency. Naturally, they will al¬ 
so want a detailed estimate or 
tender showing the cost of the 
work, and evidence that you 
own the property and have paid 
taxes, and mortgage principal 
and interest up to the last due 
date. When you have been noti¬ 
fied by the bank or agency that 
the application has been ap¬ 
proved, you may start construc¬ 
tion. I should also mention here 
that before the final approval 
of the loan is given, plans and 
specifications must be stamped 
as approved by all appropriate 
municipal authorities.

Life Insurance 
Companies 


Toronto, Aug. 31—During the 
first six months of 1948, the life 
insurance companies operating 
in Canada paid the sum of $1,- 
608,338 to the beneficiaries of 
deceased policyholders in the 
Province of Alberta. 

Such death and accidental 
death claims were $225,983 high¬ 
er than for the corresponding 
period of 1947. 

In the six-month period of 
1948, the companies paid $1,- 
407,589 on 582 ordinary policies; 
$56,227 on 224 industrial policies 
and_i44,522 on 110 group certifi¬ 
cates in Alberta alone. 

For the whole of Canada dur¬ 
ing the same period, death and 
accidental death claims 
amounted to $37,190,482 on a 
total of 32,129 policies. 

The companies also paid out 
in all of Canada during the first 
six months of 1948 $16,361,586 on 
matured endowments; $1,863,- 
903 in disability benefits; $3,- 
096,588 in annuity payments; 
$21,510,302 in surrender values 
and $17,724,613 in dividends to 
policyholders. 

Total payments for all Cana¬ 
da amounted to $97,747,474 com¬ 
pared with $90,676,845 for the 
corresponding period of 1947.

$10,000 Bonus Offered To 
Prospector Locating 
A Sizeable Deposit 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska.—A $10,000 
bonus offered by the Atomic Energy 
Commission to any prospector locat¬ 
ing a sizeable deposit of uranium has 
started Alaska’s biggest “stampede” 
since the gold rush days of ’98. 

Prospectors roaming Alaska’s wil¬ 
derness have discarded their gold 
pans and sluice boxes. They’re hunt¬ 
ing the hills for signs of pitch-blende, 
gumite, camotite and other uranium¬ 
bearing minerals. 

B. D. Stewart, territorial commis¬ 
sioner of min es, said his offices have 
been besieged by prospectors seeking 
information on uranium. He said 
pamphlets prepared by the AEC giv¬ 
ing methods of locating and recog¬ 
nizing minerals containing uranium 
are being distributed. 

“The prospectors are hitting for 
the hills in great numbers, but they 
aren’t looking for gold,” he said. 
“With the price fixed and production 
costs soaring, you can’t make gold 
mining pay. 

“But a uranium strike would cer¬ 
tainly pay. In addition to the bonus 
the government is guaranteeing mini¬ 
mum prices and even paying trans¬ 
portation costs of the mineral in 
some cases.” 

Stewart said he expected the rush 
to hit full swing next summer when 
all prospectors will have assembled 
the necessary gear and studied up 
on methods of locating uranium. 

“We know there are uranium bear¬ 
ing minerals in the territory but we
